I sion, and stood firm against the 
* two powers. G erm any and Russia, 
which they knew would have de­

The post-Churchill leadership, to

wtII it take: Left or right? C hurch­

HARRISBURG IjF — Legislation 
to lower the com pulsory school at­ 
tendance 
age 
for 
children 
who 
work on farm s or the home* of 
their parents was defeated in the 
House last night. 
Passed by the Senate previously, 
the bill was aim ed at helping per­ 
sons of the Amish religious sect 
who do not believe in formal edu­ 
cation for children over 14. 
Children 
would have 
been 
al­ 
lowed to leave school at 14 to work 
on the farm or home of their par­ 
ent if the local school board ap­ 
proved. 
May Quit At IS 
At present •15-year-olds may drop 
out of school in certain cases if 
they can gain approval of local au­ 
thorities as well as the State De­ 
partm ent of Public Instruction. 
In general school attendance is 
required until the age of 17. Pupils 
m ay leave at 16 lf they have an 
em ploym ent perm it signed by their 
parents. 
The bill, sponsored by Sen*. Ed­ 
ward J. Kessler <R-Laneaster) and 
George N. Wade (R-Cumberland), j 
was defeated, 95-64, on a vote that 
crossed party lines. Sim ilar legis-1 
lation that passed the 1951 L egisla-1 
iure was vetoed by Gov. John S. 
Fine. 
" I believe it Is part of the prin­ 
ciple of governm ent not to force

E. Seyler <D-York> told the House 
in speaking for the bill. 
Would Apply SO AU 
Rep. H arry W. Price Jr.

Mifflin) called the bill "a correc­ 
tional piece of legislation that will 
solve * long-standing problem ." 
Opposing the m easure, Rep. Al­ 
bert S. Readlnger (D ie rk s ) asked 
whether the bill would be "a bad 
precedent—-how do we know other 
religious sect* wouldn’t want the 
sam e privilege’’" 
"E .ther our com pulsory educa­ 
tion system is sound or It isn’t," 
said Rep. H. G. Andrews, Dem o­ 
cratic floor leader, talking against 
the bill. 
The bill would have applied to all 
children 
in 
the 
state 
although 
geared for the Amish. State aid to 
some L ancaster County school dis­ 
tricts was held up several months 
ago over the Amish question.

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FIRE-BLIGHT OF POME 
FRUITS 
Blight of pear, apple, quince and 
other pomaceous trees and shrubs 
is a bacterial d i s e a s e common 
throughout the eastern two-thirds 
of the United States. Over t h e 
past three or four decades it has 
all 
but 
exterminated 
pear 
trees 
from home orchards and driven 
the preponderence of culture o f 
this fruit to the Pacific Coast. Of 
course, blight-resistant varieties of 
pears are n o w a v a i l a b l e and 
should be grown. But in all cases 
where 
this 
disease 
affects 
any 
pome fruit trees, growers should 
know what to do to curb it, and 
better, they should know how to 
prevent outbreaks or to keep dam ­ 
ages reduced. 
Experience indicates that t h e 
bacteria 
prefer 
new 
or 
tender 
growths, hence the organisms at­ 
tack twigs even as early as the 
blossoming period and may con­ 
tinue active, especially on water- 
sprouts, until growth ceases In the 
fall. Bacteria from overwintering 
cankers reach the blossoms 
and 
from there m ay be c a r r i e d to 
other blooms and twigs by bees. 


With the arrival of hot, dry m id­ 
sum m er w eather spread is great­ 
ly hindered. 
Fire-blight is easily recognized 
at this tim e of the year or even 
earlier by blackened leaves still 
adhering to s t r i c k e n branches. 
Oecasionally entire b r a n c h e s , 
trunks and collars are invaded and 
killed. 
Whenever blighted t w i g s and 
branches are observed they should 
be cut out promptly and burned, 
j The severance s h o u l d be m ade 
back In sound wood and the prun­ 
ing knife, shears or saw should be 
sterilized in R eim er’s solution or 
a 1:1000 solution of corrosive sub­ 
limate. Both of these solutions are 
highly poisonous and should be pre- 
! pared and handled with extreme 
care. 
They 
should 
not 
be 
mixed or used in metal containers. 
I The solution may be applied to 
the pruning tool with a sponge 
I fastened to a stick 
Bury remain- 
\ Ing portions of solutions left over. 
Wounds over two inches In diam­ 
eter should be coated with a tree 
I wound paint, h e a v y white lead 
vpaint, or c o a 11 a r thinned with

Because the bacteria attack new' 
growth more severely, trees which 
develop slowly are less likely to 
suffer from the Infection. There­

And this 
is not via dependence on chemical 
I weed killers.

| in a characteristic of crabgrass— 
I its dislike for shade. 
In all lawns where crabgrass ex­ 
ists the mower should be set to

, in early June and continuing until 


I late August or early September. 
In other words, as long as there
